1 . The IDS filed on 06/10/2009 has been considered and made of record. 

Allowance 

2. Claims 43 - 57, 60, 61 - 75, and 78 are allowed. 

Reason for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 43, the prior art of record does not teach: A method for 

specifying and automating file handling in a portable image capture device the 
portable image capture device including at least one stored file and configured to 
communicate with a computer, the method comprising: 

Retrieving an executable file necessary to perform the corresponding file 
handling action; 

Determining when the executable file is present in memory of the portable 
image capture device; and 

when the executable file is present in the memory, retrieving and 
executing the executable file from the memory, thereby performing the action in 
combination with other elements. 

Regarding claim 61, the prior art of record does not teach: A computer- 
readable medium encoded with computer executable instructions for specifying 
and automating file handling in a portable image capture device, the portable 
image capture device including at least one stored file and configured to 
communicate with a computer, the instructions, when executed: 
Detecting the input events on the device;

Comparing the detected input events to the events listed in the 
downloaded action list; and 

When a match occurs, performing the corresponding action or 
actions in the list by retrieving the executable file necessary to execute that 
action; 

Determining if the executable file is present in memory of the 
portable image capture device; and 

When the executable file is present in the memory, retrieving and 
executing the executable file, thereby performing the action.
